"NEW AUTO TAGS - 
ON FLORIDACARS 
AFTER MONDAY 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., Dee. 14.— 
(P)—White and green will be the pre- 
dominant colors in Florida Monday 
when nearly 380,000 of the state’s 
motor vehicle license tags for 1930 
go on sale at distributing points in 
each county. 

The tags, which are to have colors 
of white upon green, will’ be sold 
from agencies in the principal cities 
and towns of all counties. The dis- 
tribution includes 315,100 plates for 
passenger cars and 63,300 for trucks, 
trailers and miscellameous vehicles. 

As the tags go on sale, Florida's 
newly enacted state law requiring the 
payment of personal taxes upon motor 
vehicles as prerequisite to obtaining 
the new license plates will affect the 
hundreds of thousands of motor ve- 


hicle owners, “To obtain 1930 tags 
the motorist must first -produce evi- 
dence that his personal property tax 
on the vehicle has been paid.

14.—(Special.)—In furtherance of its 
policy of giving practical considera- 
tion to the well-heing of its employes, 
R. J. Reynolds Tobacco Company, 


makers of Camel cigarettes and Prince 
Albert smoking tobacco, has entered 
into a contributory group insurance 
contract in excess of $10,000,000 for 
approximately 10,000 members of its 
organization, including all employes in 
the Winston-Salem factories and rep- 
resentatives in all other sections of 
the country.

“It is time that prisoners of the 
state have a clear understanding that 
violence to guards and keepers will 
be immediately and drastically pun- 
ished. The purpose is also to accom- 
plish immediate justice in relation to 
all the acts in connection with the 
riot covering any inmates, guards or 
other person or persons who may have 
been guilty of any violations of the 
law.’ 

The outbreak had scarcely been 
crushed Wednesday night before it 
became a subject of statewide dis- 
cussion and speculation. 

Reform League Blamed. 

Sergeant Sullivan declared’ that 
the leniency of the prison system and 
the Mutual Welfare League, a sys- 
tem of self-government among the con- 
victs, were alike responsible for the 
mutiny. 

Mayor Charles D.. Osborne, of Au- 
burn, son of Thomas Mott Osborne, 
noted prison reformer, who organized 
‘the Mutual Welfare League, replied 

that the league was in no way re- 
' sponsible for the outbreak and that 
‘none of the mutineers was a member 
lof the league. He asserted that the 
league was largely instrumental in 
maintaining law and order within the 
prison. 

Warden Jennings, upon recovering 
from the effects of tear gas employed 
in effecting his rescue “during the 
riot, also came to the defense of 
the Mutual Welfare League, and de- 
clared that the mutineers were all 
league outcasts. 

The board of directors of the Na- 
tional Society of Penal Information 
adopted a resolution urging Governor 
Rvosevelt to demand the cron se petagd 
resignation of Dr. Kieb as commission- 
er of correction, asserting that the | 
commissioner was “unfit” to carry 
out the governor’s program of prison 
reform. 

Dr. Kieb replied with a laugh and 
continued to press the state's investi- 
gation into the Auburn outbreak, go- 
ing there today in person to attend 
the funeral of the murdered principal 
keeper, George A. Durnford. 

That investigation, being conducted 
by officials of the state department | 
of correction and Cayuga county, was 
directed toward the recovery of seven 
guns still missing and believed to 
be secreted within the prison. 

District Attorney Kenyon today an- 
nounced that all convicts involved in 
the mutiny had been identified. He 
added that he believed sufficient evi- 
dence had been uncovered to justify 
indictment and tria! of the mutineers 
on charges of murder in the first de- 
gree.

The signs were confiscated without 
resistance and five policemen walked 
the demonstrators over the half-mile 
to the District of Columbia building 
without disturbance.

A mimeographed statement distrib- 
uted after the arrest described the 
demonstrators as members of the com- 
munist party and the Young Com- 
munist League, District 3, of Phila- | 
delphia.

The 
fatal ilimess calumny really seems to 
date back to 1788, where its founda- 
tion rests in the jealous rage of that 
saturnine eccentric—Major Genera! 
Charles Lee.” 

Fitzpatrick termed this charge “a 
sort of will o the wisp, depending 
for its vitality upon the stability of 
the others.” which he lists as follows: 

“The worst of these charges is the 
socalled letter of invitation to Mount 
Vernon in which it is claimed the al- 
lurements 
are set forth as an inducement for the 
visit. The shadow of which has lain 
across Mount Vernon for years; but 
painstaking examination of this story 
has produced startling results.”

Recognizing Unwritten Law, 
Abolishing Jury, Ettective 


Wife or* Husband Can 
Kill Unfaithful Mate; 
Thefts Not Crimes on 
First Offense. 


MEXICO CITY, Dec. 14—)— 
The new federal national code abolish- 
ing the death sentence and the jury 
system, and providing other radical 
reforms, will become effective tomor- 
row in the federal district and the 
territories, 

The code was drawn up and promul- 
gated under special powers granted 
by congress to provisional President 
Portes Gil. Because the constitution 
gives the states autonomy in such 
matters, the code does not apply to 
them unless they choose to substitute 
it for the existing state laws. 

The code stipulates that there shall 
be no punishment for the slaying of 
a mate caught in an act involving the 
slayer’s honor, or for the slayin of 
the other party to the act, so jong 
as the slayer has not before taken a 
life for similar reasons. It allows 
a father to slay a daughter appre- 
hended in.an act of dishonor, and her 
seducer also. 

Legal to Steal Once, 

The person who steals once to ap- 
pease his hunger or that of those de- 
pending upon him is free from punish- 
ment under the new code. The death 
penalty, except in cases of rebellion 
and certain political crimes, is abol- 
ished. 

The jury system is replaced by 
verdicts from the bench, subject in 
all cases to confirmation by the su- 
preme council of defense and social 
prevention, which is established by 
the code and is composed of three 
attorneys, one alienist and a physi- 
cian. The judges of the lower courts 
study the evidence presented and pass 
sentence. The sentence is then sub- 
mitted to the supreme council for 
final study and confirmation or rejec- 
tion, dg 

Among other reforms, the code 
stipulates that the parties to a pro- 
spective duel must submit their dif- 
ferences to a court of honor, which 
will endeavor to solve the dispute 
without bloodshed and in no case will 
be empowered to authorize the duel, 

Treatment of venereal diseases will 
be obligatory, and severe punishment 
will be administered, to anyone re- 
sponsible for the transfer of such 


diseases.

convicts in Chatham county, Georgia, 
or anywhere else.” 

Senator Copeland. democrat, New 
York, in a statement off the floor, 
said he believed that the “whole pe- 
nal system has got to be reorganized.”’ 
Senator Norris. republican, Nebraska, 
who has introduced bills in the sen- 
ate to provide for construction of two 
new federal penisentiaries and a re- 
organization of the prison bureau of 
the department of justice, said that 
action would be taken on the bills as 
soon as the tariff bill is passed,

$30,000,000 To Be Expended 
for Progress in These 
Fields. 


BY CECIL OWEN, 
United News Staff C : 

WASHINGTON, Dee. 14.—Gor- 
ernment subsidies aggregating nearly 
880,000,000 will speed progress of 
“American aviation and shipping in the 
next two years. 

Expansion programs for both these 
ifportant industries now being 
planned by the postoffice department 
will establish 13 new ocean mail routes 
and at least three new air mail lines. 

Speedy modern steamships built in 
‘American shipvards are to carry mails 
aud passengers over the new ocean 
routes which are expected to place 
this country on a parity with any 
other nation in the size and speed 
of its merchant marine. Between 
25 and 40 new vessels will be built 
under this program. 

The three air mail lines already 
approved by the _ interdepartmental 
committee on airways will traverse 
the southwestern United States from 
Atlanta to Los Angeles, and will link 
New York with St. Louis and Louis- 
ville with Dallas in the fast growing 
air mail network. 

Shippers’ Subsidy. 

By far the larger part of the sitb- 
sidy is to go to United States ship- 
pers who are now receiving 


annually as compared with rates paid 
foreign ships for transporting Ameri- 
can mail, An increase of at least 
$6,000,000 in this item was predicted 


tonight by Third Assistant Postmas- | 


ter General F, A. Tilton. 

Air mail operators now 
$8,000,000 in excess of the estimated 
cost of carrying the air mail and the 
new routes proposed are expected to 
increase this subsidy by several mil- 
lions, It is diffieult, Tilton explain- 
ed, to calculate the exact increase ex- 
pected for air mail because the post- 
office is now seeking to readjust the 
raies on a lower scale. 

But a conservative estimate of the 
increased subsidies to shipping aud 
aviation alone under the expanded 
programs for the next two years would 
place it at between $8,000,000 and 
£10,000,000, bringing the aggregate 
eubsidy to approximately $30,000,000. 

In addition to these two subsidies, 
the postoffice has expenses in excess 
of the actual cost of carrying the 
mails equalling approximately $&12.- 
000,000. Total subsidies of all classes 
Axvgregate $2,196,570, Tilton esti- 


mys 
mated, 
Second Class Loss. 

Handling of second class mail mat- 
ter at less than cost increases the 
postal deficit by $5,781,000 annually, 
while free mail matter for other gov- 
ernment departments costs $3,296,000. 
Franked mail for congressmen and 
diplomats costs the postoffice $637,000 
and free mail for the blind aggregates 
£54,000. Another £296,000 is spent in 
free registry service for government 
branches. 

The postal deficit in the fiscal year 
1929, which ended June 30 last, was 
$87,648,074, of which, ‘Tilton esti- 
mated, $32,196,570 was caused by non- 
productive expenditures for subsidies 
to industry and carrying mails at less 
than cost,

BURNSVILLE, N. C., Dee. 14.— 
(P)—Additional testimony that shots 
were fired in the direction of officers 
from a crowd of striking workers at 


'a Marion (N. C.) cotton mill during 


a labor disturbance October 2, was 
introduced today by the defense in 
the trial of eight deputy sheriffs 
charged with killing six men in the 
battle. 

John Snoddy, overseer of the card- 
ing room at the Marion Manufactur- 
ing Company mill, where the battle 
was fought at the mill gate a few 
hours after a strike had been called, 
said he saw Tilden Carver, one of 
the men killed during the fight, fire 
a pistol “in the direction of the 
sheriff's forces.” Snoddy gave the 
jury his version of the battle as he 
said he viewed it from a second-story 
window of the mill 75 feet from the 
gate. He was one of the star defense 
witnesses. 

The witness said the crowd ’grew 


‘more disorderly as it increased in num- 


bers and as workers on the day shift 
reached the mill early in the morning 


to go to work at 7 a. m. Tear gas 
was released by Sheriff Oscar Adkins, 
of Marion, as the crowd “rushed to- 
ward the officers,” Snoddy said. 
“Then,” he added, “I saw shots com- 
ing from the crowd.”

tile in his newspaper, demanded 
that the home secretary take steps 
to prevent the Primo Carnera-

Tuesday on the general ground 
of Canera’s alleged lack of self- 
control. The big Italian was dis- 
qualified for hitting Young Strib- 
ling, of Macon, Ga., after the bell 
in a recent engagement in Paris. 

“If Carnera kills Diener he 
will certainly be arrested, charged 
either with manslaughter or 
murder,” says Douglas. “If the 
government pretends ignorance of 
what is common knowledge then 
the government will be accessory 
before the fact. . . . They cant 
evade their separate and collec- 
tive responsibility for the death 
of this doomed German who may 
be less lucky than Young Strib- 
ling, who has publicly declared 
he won't fight Carnera again for 
any pile of money.” 

Douglas quoted from a descrip- 
tive account of the Carnera-Strib- 
ling fight at Paris. “This man 
mountain,” said the account. 
“was completely out and for a 
moment it looked as if he would 
attack both the referee and his 
own manager. As they tried to 
take the gloves from his hands 
he struck at his seconds.”

MORE WOMEN SEEK 
U. S. CITIZENSHIP,

NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—(4)—The 
number of foreign-born women seek- 
ing citizenship in the United States 
is increasing steadily, while the num- 
ber of men is decreasing, the League 
for American Citizenship announced 
today in a survey completed for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1929. The 
general caliber of the women appli- 
cants was of a higher grade and the 
percentage of denials was less than 
ever before, the report said. 

There were 26,000 more aliens who 
sought citizenship in this country last 
year than the year previous, a total 
of 280,645. Of that number, 224,197 
were made citizens, 57,057 of them 
women.

Hid Poison in Coffin. 

In their sudden frenzy they turned 
on one another and attempted to 
shift blame for the crimes. A witness 
accused the Lipka woman of killing 
her relatives with poison made from 
fly paper to get their property; the 
magistrate assailed Marie Koteles’ 
repudiation of her confession, pointing 
out that, with dull scheming, she hid 
the bottle of poison in her husband's 
coffin in an effort to conceal the 
crime, |

It also was claimed that there was 
not sufficient farm land to support 
the 1,400 residents of the district and 
that the women were greedy for pos- 
session Of the soil.

the war, laid the murders to land 
hunger of the peasantry and the fact 
that the women regarded their male 
relatives purely as a source of in-

The two midwives accused of pro- 
viding the incentive for the crimes 
were Balint Chordas and Juliana 
Tazekas, who became known as “the 
widow makers of the Trans-Danube.” 
During the war the women of the dis- 
trict, in a jesting mood, formed the 
“war widows’ cult” which, they hu- 
morously explained, was to get rid of 
husbands, They were often seen with 
youths under military age. 

Shortly after the war, three women 


husbands died, married young men. 
Polite investigators, attempting to ex- 
plain the later crimes, said that the 
exchange of “old husbands for new” 
apparently caused jealousy among oth- 
er women of the neighborhood. Later, 
the investigation revealed. the serv- 
ices of the two midwives were in con- 
siderable demand. The war invalids, 
the aged men and even the healthy 
landowners began dying off. One in- 
vestigator even charged that two ba- 
bies, one born during the war, and 
one four years ago, received poison 
in the goats’ milk they drank. 

The poisons used, most of which 
contained arsenic, included a rat killer 
and toadstools served as mushrooms. 
The crimes were revealed last summer 
when the two midwives, who had 
blackmailed the widows of the com- 
munity, were met with rebuffs by 
some of their clients who informed 
police of the crimes through anony- 
mous notes.

Ronald Ransom Predicts 
Greater Expansions for 
City’s “Widest Street.” 
Traffic Statistics Given, 


“Where the thoroughfares of a city 
converge, there you will find its sky 
scrapers, its shops, its railways an 
terminals, and its financial institue 
tions,” Ronald Ransom, vice president 
of the Fulton National bank, in ex-~ 
plaining the centralization of any 
city’s business into a certain well- 
defined district as a matter not of 
chance but mainly one of available 
transportation facilities. 

“The hub of Atlanta has for many 
years been at the point where Mari- 
etta meets Peachtree, locally known 
as ‘Five Points.”

“Undoubtedly, the recent decisions 
to erect several large office buildings 
on Marietta street were largely due 
to a realization that this street ig 
easily accessible to every section of 
the city through its transportation fae 
cilities. Then, too, Marietta is Ate 
lanta’s widest downtown street, less 
congested, with more parking space 
ee, amd other downtown thorough+ 
are. 

In connection with the statements 
made by Mr. Ransom were noted cere 
tain facts shown by a recent investi+ 
gation co-operatively conducted by 
the Central Marietta Street Associa- 
tion, of which Mr. Ransom is treage 
urer, and the Georgia Power Come 
pany, another active member of this 
association. The report reads in 


part: 

“Of the 21 street car routes, two 
electric interurban lines and twe 
coach routes that furnish all the pub- 
lic transportation service to Atlanta 
and environments, seven of the street 
car routes and one electric interur- 
ban line operate on Marietta street 
each trip, making 956 trips in each 
direction, or a total of 1,912 car trips 
each business day. 

“Three of the street car lines oper- 
and two coach routes that cross Mari- 
etta street within the business section: 
These public conveyances make 1,084 
trips in each direction or a total of 
2,168 car trips each business day. 

“Three of the street car lines oper- 
ate within one block of Marietta 
street, making a total of 499 trips in 
each direction or 998 car trips each 
business day. 

“The two remaining routes of the 
public transportation system operate 
within two blocks of Marietta street.

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HUGE WHEAT SUPPL 
HURT WHEAT MARKETS 


BY JOHN P. BOUGHAN, 
Associated Press Market Editor. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 14.—(#)—Moun- 

tain-like stocks of wheat in North 
America are exhibiting but slight de- 
creases, although the world crop is 
nearly 600,000,000 bushels less than 
last year. In outlining this situation, 
trade reports current here today add 
that European buyers seem to he 
counting to an unusual extent on the 
circumstance that North American 
grain can be shipped by fast steam- 
ers, and arrive quickly abroad. Ap- 
parently, trans-Atlantic importers pre- 
fer at present to let North America 
hold its grain until bread material is 
actually wanted in Europe. 

Owing largely to persistent relative 
backwardness of overseas demand for 
wheat from the United States and 
Canada, wheat this morning compared 
to a week ago was 6 7-Sc to 7 1-Re 
a bushel lower. At the same time, 
corn was 1-4c to 2 3-8c off, with oats 
1 1-2@1 5-8e to 2c down, and pro- 
visions unchanged to a setback of 
25 cents. 

In connection with Big shortage of 
wheat production this year over last . 
Season, it is being pointed out here 
that for the first time in many yeprs 
the four principal export countries of 
the world have a relatively small cy op. 
This would mean an ideal prospect 
for friends of higher prices except for 
the immense carry-over of wheat from 
last year. Furthermore, harvesting 
appears to be making rapid progress 
now in the southern hemisphere, and 
indications are being stressed that 
Argentine growers will be forced to 
sell freely owing to lack of elevators 
to furnish adequate storage facili- 
ties. 

On the other hand, some of the fore- 
most authorities here assert that En- 
rope has eaten into its home supplies 
of wheat this season at a more rand 
rate than ordinarily is the case, that 
in most quarters the Argentine new 
corp surplus is now being figured at 
but 10,000,000 bushels or less, and 
that Australia’s surplus will not ex. 
ceed 50,000,000 bushels. Meanwhile, 
several months must elapse apparent- 
ly before crop conditions in North 
America will again be a leading mar- 
ket factor. The area seeded for the 
domestic winter wheat crop of 1930 
is regarded as about the same as last 
year, but it is the harvested acreage 
which counts. 

Corn prices are responsive to the 
fact that the corn crop movement is 
gradually increasing. Speculators, 
however, seem disinclined to take free- 
ly to the selling side of the market, 
fearing that a surprise may be given 
in the final official crop estimate due 
December 18. For the most part, 
oats fluctuate in Sympathy with the 
action of corn. ° 

Provisions reflect the influence of 
hedging sales by packers.

‘tions promise to be the most favor- 


_able in years. 


Good Trade. 

Trade reviews and various statis- 
tical indicators coming to hand at the 
week-end continued to show a fairly 
large and satisfactory volume of holi’ 
day retail trade, but further recessions 
in industry. Steel mill activity was 
reported to have sagged close to 60 
per cent of capacity, a decline of more 
than 20 per cent since early October. 
F. W. Dodge ‘Corporation reported 
that November building contracts 
showed a reduction of 12 per cent 
from October, and 17 per cent from 
November, 1928. 

As there is no money market on 
Saturday, continued requisitions on 
New York gold by foreign centers and 


firm exchange rates attracted most at- 
tention in the credit situation. 

Total shipments this week are esti- 
mated at about $40,000,000, although 
bankers have been extremely reluc- 
tant to disclose these transactiens, 
undoubtedly fearing possible adverse 
psychological effects. The first gov- 
ernment issue of bills brought rates 
about as advantageous as the recent 
issue of certificates, which was re 
garded as highly satisfactory, owing 
to the experimental character of the 
offering. The treasury overdraft in 
connection with the new financing 
next week promises to be small, in 
keeping with the practice of dis- 
tributing it begun last September, 
but credit next week is expected to 
hold around the recent levels.

COTTON PASSES WEEK 
OF NARROW MOVEMENT 


The cotton market during the pe- 
riod December 7-13 witnessed a some- 
what declining tendency with quota- 
tions on December 13 about 3-16¢ low- 
er than those of December 6. It was 
said that both the foreign and domes- 
tic demand was not improved com- 
pared with that of the previous week 
when it was only fair. Some reports 
indicated that demand continued to be 
for shipments in the early fall and 


summer months and especially for 
cottons in the higher grades which sell- 
ers were reluctant in making commit- 
ments for on account of scarcity of 
ready available supplies of such cot- 
tons. The better white grades con- 
tinued to be in best demand for 
prompt shipment, particularly from 
merchant interests. 

According to the weather bureau, 
the first part of the week was too 
cold for picking cotton in the north 
central and northeastern belt and 
very little was accomplished. The 
latter part was more favorable and 
considerable of the outstanding crop 
was gathered. In the western belt, 
conditions were generally favorable 
for scrapping and fields have been 
mostly cleaned. 

On Monday, December 9, the 
United States crop reporting board 
estimated the probable total ginnin 
from the 1929 growth as 14°919,000 
500-pound bales, compared with the 
crop of 1928 of 14,478,000 bales and 
12,955,000 for 1927.

Grade differences remained une 
changed during the past week and on 
December 13 the average of the ten 
markets for good middling stood at 
51 points on middling, strict middlin 
36, strict low middling 75 points 
middling and low middling 173. 

Premium staple cottons, notwith- 
standing rather poor reports from 
the textile industry, witnessed more 
activity and actual buying than has 
occurred for some weeks but interest 
in these cottons seemed to be gen- 
erally for deferred shipments running 
well into the spring months. 


Mills Quiet. 


Southern mill centers said that a 
rather quiet situation prevailed dur- 
ing the past week with shippers and 
merchants evidencing most of the ac- 
tivity in raw cotton. 

New England mill centers said that 
trading in raw material continued 
light with but slight changes in quo- 
tations for both selected shorter cot- 
tons and cottons in the longer 
lengths. 

Dry goods centers did not mani- 
fest much improvement over the con- 
ditions prevailing the previous week 
with prices irregular. According to 
the Association of Cotton Textile 
Merchants and the Cotton Textile In- 
stitute, Inc., production of fabrics 
during the month of November 
amounted to 345,000,000 yards and 
sales were 223,000,000 yards, the ra- 
tio of sales to production being 64.6 
per cent. Shipments amounted to 
80.1 per cent of production and 
stocks on hand November 30 showed 
an increase of 19.0 per cent com- 
pared with those on hand November 
1. Unfilled orders November 30 
showed a decrease of 13.5 per cent 
compared with those November 1. 

: Foreign Markets Dull. 

Foreign markets reported a fair to 
dull demand for American cotton dur- 
ing the past week. Liverpool said 
that demand for actual cotton was 
very small and export inquiry light. 
Sales of American for the week were 
about 13,200 bales, compared with 
16,000 last week. The approach of 
the holiday season was said to be 
interfering with business. Manc 
ter said that a fair spot demand pre- 
vailed during the past week for mid- 
dling and strict low middling Texas, 
Memphis and boweds. The supply in 
that market consisted mostly of At- 
lantic states cottons of all grades. 
The yarn and cloth market was said 
to be depressed and that spinners and 
manufacturers are not selling their 
production and poor prospects were 
causing anxiety. Havre reported a 
dull demand with practically no sales 
of American. Forward shipments were 
reported only in slight request. Of- 
ferings from America were on a basis 
unchanged from the previous week, 
though, perhaps, more liberal. Prac- 
tically no price fixing by spinners 
was in evidence, Cloth transactions 
remained active, which was partly 


attributed to annual January sales,

Stocks Lose Some Ground 
In Series of Wild Swings

NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—(?)—The 
stock market was the scene this week 
of a bitter struggle between opposing 
speculative forces, resulting in wide 
‘atid erratic fluctuations in prices. Al- 
though all leading groups lost ground 
'on the week, “bull” forces appeared 
to have regained control when the 
market closed Saturday. : 

While there were several disap- 
| pointing developments in the week's 
news, particularly the further reces- 
sion in steel mill activity, the sharp 
falling off in freight car leadings ard 
the unfavorable copper and cement 
statistics, much of the selling is be- 
lieved to have been inspired by the 
speculative belief that the market, 
having recovered nearly 40 per cent 
of the ground lost in the October- 
November break, was entitled to at 
least a technical reaction. 

Gold Exports. 

The reduction from 5 1-2 to 5 per 
cent in the Bank of England discount 
rate was followed by the shipment of 
$21,000,000 in gold to London but 
inasmuch as sterling exchange fell be- 
low the generally accepted “gold ex- 
port” point after the rate was re- 
duced, these withdrawals are believed 
to have been arranged earlier in the 
week when sterling exchange was 
quoted at a level sufficiently high to 
make such exports profitable. United 
States Seel common, which sold as 
high as 189 on Monday, dropped to 
164 1-3 in Friday’s break but rallied 
that same day to 172 1-2. The bulge 
earlier in the week was based on er- 
roneous reports that the finance com- 
mittee, ~- meeting on Tuesday, would 
recommend a stock split-up. Consid- 
erable progress is reported to have 
been made during the week towaris 
the formation of a huge middle west-

Public utilities were subjected to 
heavy “bear” attacks but most of 
them showed strong recuperative pow- 
er, and evidence of organized buying 
support. Oils were rather sluggish 
although trade reports showed further 
improvement. Good buying appeared 
in the railroad equipments on the an- 
nouncement of some large locomotive 
and car orders. 

Fox Film A was heavily liquidated, 
crashing to a new low level for the 
year, on selling presumably inspired 
by the financial difficulties encoun- 
tered by that company, necessitating 
the placing of its financial affairs in 
the hands of three trustees. 

Motors Stronger. 

A temporary outburst of strength 
developed in the motor shares on 
rumors of a drive against the short 
interest, but heavy offerings developed 
on the rallies and little headway was 
made. Rails showed signs of activity 
and strength as the week closed on 
reports of an early presentation of 
the interstate commerce commission's 
revised eastern consolidation plan. 

Roger Babson’s comment that the 
recent recovery in prices was only “a 
rally in a major bear market” was 
held largely responsible for the drastic 
decline in prices in the last hour of 
trading on Thursday. “Bears” seized 
upon this statement as an excuse for 
a fresh onslaught on prices, but many 
of them were driven to cover the next 
day. Meanwhile, pools found it rather 
difficult to attract a large outside fol- 
lowing. 

Selling for the purpose of raising 
funds to pay the last quarterly install- 
ment on the federal income tax, due 
Monday, also was believed to be in 
large volume. There has been inter- 
mittent selling for the purpose of es- 
tablishing income tax losses all month.

Something new in the way of stock 
market psychology came into existence 
following the 1920 and 1921 reade 
justment in the stock market to cone 
form with worldwide after-war defla« 
flon im general trade. Up to 1920, 
through all of the war an after-way 
bull stock markets, the average tradeg 
thought that a profit of 10 points in 
a stock was something to brag about, 
In fact, traders were not slow ig 
telling about smaller profits. 

When the upward price movement 
started in 1921 there never was such 
a background for a bull stock market, 
Deflation wreckage had been cleaned 
up, general trade was on the upturn 
there was a growing abundance o 
easy money. Just before  readjuste 
ments in general trade and in th@ 
stock market started early in 19v0 
the government was forced to pall 
G per cent for money borrowed on 
notes running a year. In Septembes 
of 1924 an offering of one-year 23-4 
per cent notes was largely over-sub< 
scribed, 

Temporary Halts. 


From 1921 on we had temporar 
setbacks in the stock market, but os 
decline was quickly followed by a res 
sumption of the bull stock market: 
with the average price of 50 repre« 
sentative stocks elimbing to a new 
high for all time. For example, im 
March of 1926 there was a break of 
30 points in the average price and it 
appeared at the time that the end of 
the bull stock market had beeyg 
reached. Within a couple of months, 
however, the bull stock market was 
again under way with the average 
long before the end of the year make 
ing a new high for all time. 
From 1926 on the ability of thé 
stock market to quickly recover froug 
temporary technical weakness was 
proved repeatedly. Moreover, what 
was being witnessed in the stock mars« 
ket was being repeated in genera} 
trade. We had periods of over-pro- 
duction of raw and finished goods, but 
these were only temporary and werd 
followed by new high peaks. Unde 
such conditions it was natural for ing 
average trader in the stock market ta 
conclude that the unprecedented bul 
stock market was a permanent con 
dition. Instead of taking profits o 
1) points or less, the average trader 
naturally anxious to avoid paynanall 
of income tax, naturally held on, hopé 
ing for further reduction of taxes. 


Drastic Trend. 


This was the situation in the stock 
market when only as recently as the 
middle of September the average price 
of 50 representative stocks was at a@ 
new high for all time. How that price 
compares with the high of pre-war 
years and since, and what happened 
in two months after the middle of 
last September is shown in the fole 
lowing table:

With a treasure chest filled with 
exquisite delineatious of picturesque 
European scenes, Mrs. Herbert Oli- 
ver has returned after a most in- 
teresting tour of Europe, where she 
has been for the past six months, with 
a group of American painters under 
the tutelage of the celebrated New 
York artist, George Elmer Browne. 
The arrival of this assemblage of ar- 
tists in Paris last May was timely 
with the spring salon, which is con- 
sidered one of the world’s most bril- 
liant annual displays of art, and Mrs. 
Oliver, who is a well-known Atlanta 
artist, gave the most glowing accounts 
of this elaborate exhibition. 

The modern influence on art was 
very prevalent in the spring display, 
according to Mrs. Oliver, but not to 
such extreme measures as were por- 
trayed in the ultra-modern fall salon 
in Paris, which Mrs. Oliver also at- 
tended. She said some of the paint- 
ings were grotesque and fantastical, 
and resembled the drawings made by 
small children, or persons mentally 
demented. Mrs. Oliver, who is an able 
critic of art, says she can fully ap- 
preciate the encroaching modernity in 
art, but she cannot elicit apprecia- 
tion of these ultra-modern incongru- 
ous paintings.

The late Isadora Duncan, sensing

£- f7 \\ In that memora- 
g YS ble scene when Je- 
107N > sus asked His dis- 
ZB” WSS Dw ciples, “Whom do 
men say that I am,” and Peter an- 
swered, “Thou art the Christ, the Son 
of God,” Jesus gave this most signifi- 
cant interpretation. His “Blessed art 
thou Simon” is given because of the 
manner in which Peter has received 
his revelation. “For flesh and blood 
hath not revealed this unto thee, but 
my Father who is in heaven.” It is 
the triumphant testimony that God 
can and does reveal Himself to the 
individual soul. His truth is not giv- 
en to men through an organization, 
or mediated by an official representa- 
tive of heaven. Each man may com- 
municate with God for himself. 

Source of Authority. 

If the individual soul be the place 
of divine revelation, then here is the 
seat of authority for each man, Be- 
fore a truth can be authority for any 
man, it must be heard in the judg- 


ing his reason, convicting his con- 
fore we eannot look to an organiza- 
tion. which we call the church, for 
divine authority. The church can re- 
ceive no heavenly truth, save that 
which is revealed to its individual 
members, and by them translated into 
its organized life. If this is true, the 
church can receive no authority from 
heaven save the authority’ which is 
given it by its members, to whom 
God has spoken. 

For this reason churches cannot 


create churches. It takes Christ men 
to make Christ churches. Only in pro- 
portion as the individual members of 
a church live in communion with the 
Divine Life, will the church receive 
divine truth and divine power. . 


It is from this’ standpoint we 
should look for the authority of the . 
state. The state cannot receive any 
divine revelation, therefore it can 
have no divine authority. There are 
no heaven annointed rulers, no mat- 
ter by what name they may be called. 
God does not speak to kings or cabi- 
nets, councils or congresses. Neither 
kingdoms nor republics receive their 


authority from heaven. 


Divine Right of Democracy. 


_ But since God does reveal His truth 
in every realm of thought to the in- 
dividual mind, then governments must 
receive their truth and authority from 
the individuals which compose them. 
They should be the creation of indi- 
viduals, receiving their authority from 
the individual citizens, and responsi- 
ble to the individual citizens. In a 
very real sense governments should 
never rule the people, but the people 
should rule themselves through their 
governments, Here is the divine right, 
not of a king, but of a democracy. 


It is for this reason that the peo- 
ple should never receive religion from 
the state. ‘che religious spirit, princi- 
ples and ideals of the people compos- 
ing the state must be translated into 
the spirit of the government. The 
state can only have that authority and 
power, which is given it by the people, 
and this will only be divine in propor- 
tion as the people themselves are 
divinely inspired. 

It is not the contention here that 
the voice of the people is always the 
voice of God. It is contended, how- 
ever, that if God is ever to speak in 
the life of the nations of the world, 
His voice will be the uttered aspira- 
tions and wills of the people who 
compose the nations. The climax of 
that splendid vision of the old prophet 
on the Isle of Patmos is recorded in 
these words: “God is with men, and 
He shall dwell with them, and they 
shall be His peoples.” Yes, here is 
the hope of the future. The people 
must ‘have a chance to speak, and 
God must have a chance to speak

You have frequently referred 
in your answers to the author- 
ity of the church. Since practt- 
cally all churches differ in creeds 
and quarrel with each other, even 
within their own denominations, 

1 would like to know which 

chureh you regard as authorita- 

tive. 

For Christian believers the author- 
ity of the church consists in the fact 
that she is the most characteristic 
creation of their common faith. Her 
genesis and development stamp her 
as God's elect institution for the 
world’s salvation. Her history is a 
checquered on one its human side, 
but its divine elements have enabled 
her to produce historic councils, pow- 
erful states and progressive civiliza- 


tions. 

Her chief glory consists, however, 
of regenerated souls who are the liv- 
ing stones built into her spiritual 
fabric. The differences that divide 
her various branches are not to be 
glossed over as useless impediments, 
but discussed in a fraternal temper 
and in the light of the totality of 
Christian experience and Christian 
history. 

These relate her to Jerusalem, Alex- 
andria, Constantinople, Rome, Wit- 
tenberg, Geneva and Canterbury, as 
the case may be. But all her mem- 
bers are one and indivisible in Christ 
their head, and correctly regarded 
they form an organic whole in the 
kingdom of His spirit. Some of them 
trace the authority of the chureh to 
the divine commission derived from 
Him by apostolic succession and 
maintained unbroken in the episco- 
pacy. Others resort to the Scriptures 
as the warrant for this. authority.

I am very anxious about my 
son, a boy of twenty, who has 
had a fine home environment and 
religious education. He is in col- 
lege and has lately shown an in- 
clination to reject the teaching of 
the Scriptures regarding the birth 
and crucifixion of Christ. He re- 
fers to them as primitive doc- 
trines which will not stand the 
test of intellectual scrutiny. 

As his father this naturally 
greatly troubles and disappoints 
me. Is this a common stage of 
development in boys of his age, 
and what would you suggest in 
such a case? 

A college student having the back- 
grounds you describe ultimately re- 
turns to them in the great majority 
of eases. Skepticism often gets hold 
of a youth both in and out of col- 
lege, if he has been previously im- 
posed upon by superfluous dogmas 
solemnly paraded as_ essential to 
religion. And why not? At twenty 
the normal adolescent is intellectually 
on guard. Childhood’s _ simplicities 
are displaced by those sentinels of 
the mind which challenge every ap- 
plicant for its allegiance. 

Do not be unduly distressed. The 
historical events and spiritual tran- 
scendencies bound up in Christ's 
manifestation are before *your son as 
they are before the world. Be con- 
tent.that he should scrutinize them. 
The ablest brains of twenty centuries 
-have anticipated his scrutiny, and the 
result is that Christ remains the su- 
preme figure of all time. Had the 
boy pitched on the serpent talking to 
Mother Eve in the gaiden after she 
emerged from one of Adam’s ribs. 
or some similarly ancient legend. it 
would have been gnuther story. But 
his investigation ¢f the Master, if 
fairly made, can have but one end— 
submission to His sway. 


You may reasonably expect that 
when his present mood passes, as it 
will, the lad will center on Christ 
as the ground of all his hopes. Be 
patient with his adjustments. Avoid 
thrusting your peculiar beliefs on 
him beeause they happen to be 
yours.

Film, “Mamba” 


All-Color Tiffany Color Pro- 
duction Said To Have 
Startling Effects. 


In “Mamba,” a new all-color, all- 
talking production which is being com- 
pleted at the Tiffany studios in Hol- 
lywood, startling third dimension: ef- 
fects are said to be shown. 


Tiffany’s “third dimension” picture, 
which will be shown early next Janu- 
ary, has been in the making for 
many months and almost $1,000,000 
is said to have been spent on it. The 
method, it is stated, involves two 
negatives, superimposed upon a pos- 
itive, the idea being to shoot a back- 
ground and a foreground separately, 
then with a system lighting blend the 
two together.

How Good Saw the Army 


An Important Article by the Secretary of War, 


“{ had no idea what the United States 
Army means to the American people until 
I became Secretary of War. It is one of the 
great peace-time departments of the gov- 
ernments.” 


Secretary Good made this remark to Mrs. 
William Brown Meloney a few weeks bee 
fore his death, He willingly consented to 
write what he had found out about the 
army, because he believed the _ civilian 
Should know the facts. 


The day before he died Secretary Good 
added a paragraph, dictating it to Lieuten- 
ant Commander Boone, physician to the 
President, who was attending him, Speak- 
ing aS a@ peace-time man, a loyal, under- 
standing servant of the people, in sending 
this message from the grave he is perform- 


ine Wr ‘er? Sy ~?.snrve a ar ? da the 


nation, 


OU ask me what I found in 
the department when I 4s- 
sumed the duties of Secretary 
of War. I found a well-trained 
Regular Army of 12,000 officers and 
118,750 men. It was obviously modest 
in size, there being less than one sol- 
dier for every 900 of our population. 
It was well balanced, well fed, well

equipped and in process of being well 
housed. 

Because of the widely varying char- 
acter of its duties, the Army is spread 
thinly over the entire extent of the 
United States, in groups ranging in 
size from a few regulars on duty with 
the civilian components of the Army to 
the 5,323 officers and men stationed at 
Fort Sam Houston, Texas, our largest 
military post. In addition, we must 
keep approximately 30,000 men, or 
about 25 per cent of the aggregate 
strength, on duty beyond the seas. 
Much might be said of the Army’s mis- 
sion in the Philippines, of how it 
guards the Panama Canal, of how in 
Hawalil it makes secure the crossroads 
of the Pacific. It is also on duty in 
Porto Rico, Alaska and even in far- 
off China. 


But we should not lose sight of the 
fact that this department serves the 
civil interests of the country in many 
substantial ways. 

For example, commercial and mill- 
tary flying are growing up together in 
this country. Because of the impetus 
imparted by the World War, and also 
because of its own rigorous flight re- 
qhirements, the Air Corps has been 
steadily in the van of aeronautical de-

velopment. Crop. dusting, aerial seed 
sowing, aerial photography —all of 
which are now recognized commercial 
activities—-were pioneered by the Army. 
Numerous technical advances of enor- 
mous civic value, such as the earth in- 
ductor compass, the Army Air Corps 
developments. 


Until comparatively recently aviators 
were confined to two classes—jren who 
were self-taught and those who learned 
in the military and naval services. 

Today the Army possesses no monop- 
oly of training flyers. Efficient civil 
aviation schools are in_ existence 
throughout the country. In their meth- 
ods and organization, however, these 
schools are patterned after the Alr 
Corps model. The attainment of Army 
standards of proficiency is the prac- 
tical goal of their courses 

Few civilians know that the Army 
Signal Corps developed the Weather 
Bureau. From a small beginning this 
service steadily grew until in 1890 it 
had become so important that it was 
installed in a separate governmenta: 
bureau. At the present time the Signa! 
Corps is operating the entire commer- 
cial communications of Alaska. This 
system, consisting of 2,800 miles of sub 
marine eable, 500 nales of land tele- 


graph lines and thirty-four radio ste- 
tions, is probably the most modern oe 
its size in the world. Last year it han- 
died 11,605,011 words, elghty-one pe 
cent of which was commercial traffie. 
The Signal Corps cable ship, Dellwood, 
which laid the Alaska cable, is now 
lent to the Philippine government for 
the purpose of re-laying the inter- 
island cables of the archipelago— 
cables which themselves were installed 
by the army after the Spanish-Amert- 
can War. 

It is customary to think of the 


Quartermaster Corps as an organiza- 
tion devoted exclusively to supplying 
the needs of the Army. Such is ite 
primary function. But by the very na- 
ture of its activities, it is enabled te 
serve the nation outside the limits of 
its military sphere and frequently does 
so. In times of floods and other dis- 
asters, supplies and camping facilities 
are furnished from Quartermaster 
stores. Nor is this service confined to 
relief work: it has been available on 
occasions to important national gath- 
erings. For example, the 1,600 Boy 
Scouts who constituted the American 
delegation to the recent “Jamboree” 
in Great Britain were outfitted with 
caniping equipment; at the last Amert- 
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ean Legion convention cots and blian- 
kets were supplied for 10,000 persons. 

The Army Ordnance Department 
has contributed consistently to our 
commercial, metallurgical and indus- 
trial development. The principle of 


- §nter-changeability of mechanical parts 


‘was practically established in this 


~country in-the course of the manufac- 
‘ture of firearms. Similarly the Ord- 


‘nance Department was a pioneer in 
the introduction of alloy steels and in 
seientific shop management. Today we 
see the country’s industrialists turning 


to this same organization by virtue of 


its advances in such technical processes 
as atomic welding, centrifugal casting 
and the x-raying of steels. ~ 

Probably no military agency has such 
immediate and beneficial contact with 
the general public in time of peace as 
does the Medical Corps. Its mission is 
the relief of human suffering; the ap- 


boundaries of time, space or formality. + 

Medical Corps is aware ofthe po* 5 

tentialities of the army as a body sub- 
exact control, and hence as a 
for demonstrating, on a large 
proven hygienic measures. The 
conquest of beri-beri, typhoid and 
paratyphoid fevers and the chliorina- 
tion of water are achievements in 
which the military surgeons were aid- 
ed by the organization with which they 
worked. 

William Beaumont, who laid the 
foundation of present-day knowledge 
of the physiology of digestion; Walter 
Reed, who identified the mosquito ag 
the transmitter of yellow fever, and 
William C. Gorgas, who made possible 
the building of the Panama Canal and 
opened vast tropical areas to civiliza- 
tion, were all army surgeons. At the 
present time Colonel W. L: Keller, 
Medical Corps, is the surgeon at Wal- 
ter Reed General Hospital. He has at- 
tained international repute in the 
treatment of fractures and the removal 
of. pus from the lung cavity by surgical 
methods. Science’s debt to him is 
egualled only by humanity’s. 

Walter Reed General Hospital, with 
its thousands of beds and modern 
equipment, forms only one link in the 
chain of the Army's medical service. 
The hospital is a component part of 
the Army Medical Center at Washing-° 
ton. Grouped around it are the Army 
Medical School for post-graduate work 
by officers of the Medical Corps, the 
Army Dental School, the Army Veteri- 
nary School and the Army Schoo) for 
Nurses. Here recent graduates from 
recognized medical schools, commis- 
sioned as Reserve Officers, are per- 
mitted to serve as internes, with the 
opportunity of qualifying for commis- 
sion in the Regular Army Medical 
Corps upon the completion of their 
tour of duty. This medical center is 
the capstone of the army medical serv- 
ice, represented at every army post, 
and still ministering to disabied vet- 
erans of the World War. 

Army engineers were builders of the 
Panama Canal; they are now engaged 
in surveying the route of the projected 
canal across Nicaragua. The stupen- 
dous task of controlling the floods of 
the Méississippi-Missouri river system 
is in their hands today. In the im- 
provement of rivers and harbors for 
commercial traffic their accomplish- 
ments are conspicuous. They built the 
great ‘Soo” locks, which in the course 
of a year transmit almost four times 
as much freight as enters and leaves 
New York harbor. 

As a result of their labors, the in- 
land waterways of the country are ap- 
proaching a standardized system. Even 
teday flour ground at Minneapolis 
floats down the Mississippi to the Gulf, 
thence through the Gulf Intracoastal 
Waterway to the Warrior River and up 
that stream to Birmingham, Ala. 

Army engineers are identified with 
the construction of some of the mag- 
nificent buildings in Washington. They 
built the wings and dome of the Capi- 
tol and the Library of Congress. They 
strengthened the foundations of the 
Washington Monument while it was 
still in process of construction, and 
thereafter carried the monument to 
completion. 

The Chemical Warfare Service is an- 
other army agency which directly 
benefits the nation by its research. 
The fumigation of ships and the de- 
velopment of industrial gas masks are 


now old stories. This service is eon- 
tinuing with problems of wide indus- 
trial interest as the march of science 
places new and untried materials and 
processes at our disposal. Recent 
achievements include the development 
of paints to prevent the growth of 
barnacles on ship bottoms and of im- 
pregnating fluids which protect sub- 
merged piling against the destructive 
action of marine borers. 


The army co-operates with other 
branches of the government. The first 
air mail was flown in army planes. 
This year, as in the past, mflitary 
motor trucks will be used by the Post 
Office Department to assist in han- 
dling the Christmas mail. During the 
last summer, in response to the De- 
partment of Justice’s need for in- 
¢reased prison accommodations, the 
War Department lent its disciplinary 
barracks at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, 


“@for use as a Federal penal institution. 
“Marines in Nicaragua are served by 


a@tmy transports. Last year the: Air 
Corps made aerial maps of the flooded 


‘areas along the Mississippi, Missouri 


and Ohio rivers. This was the omly 
possible method of obtaining accurate 
maps of flood conditions that would 
have vanished before topographical 
surveys could have been .instituted. 
The army built our first national 


roads and railroads. As civilization 
marched westward, the army was al- 
ways in the van. It broke the trails 
for the settlers and mapped the re- 
gions of which they took possession. 
During the last fifty years the army 
has performed relief work almost twice 
a year, and has contributed quantities 
of supplies. 

The foregoing constitutes a sum- 
mary of what some of the branches, 
services and individual members of the 
army have done and are doing as part 
of thelr peace-time services to our 
country. 

It is difficult to conceive the scope 
of the educational facilities afforded 
by our military establishment. Current 
military doctrine requires that the sol- 
dier act largely on his own responsi- 
bility. The more he knows, the greater 
is his value. The army is ceaselessly 
developing technicians, radio opera- 
tors, musicians, cooks, chauffeurs, tele- 
phone men; cobblefs, saddlers, steam 
fitters, surveyors, aviation mechanics 
and many others. This process is in 
progress continually throughout the 
units of the military service, from 
Alaska to Panama, from Porto Rico te 
the Philippines. Organizations have 
schools for the production of their own 
specialists; posts and stations conduct 
courses in general education and the 
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HAT woman lecturer talkin’ 
about modern women bein’ 
emancipated give me a pain.

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usefu)] trades; at certain centers of ac- 
tivity there are established schools for 
instruction in highly technical subjects, 

The whole army educational system 
is permeated with practicality; all sub- 
jects are taught by example and by 
practice. Proficiency is demonstrated 
not by grades and examinations, but 
by sheer ability to perform the work 
which is the subject of instruction. The 
service schools for officers insure high 
professional and technical qualifica- 
tions for both the line and the staff. 

West Point is but the prelude to an 
officer's military studies. Shortly after 
he is commissioned, every officer at- _ 
tends the special service school of his 
branch for a course of one year. If 
he is in the Chemical Warfare Service, 
he takes what amounts to a post grad- 
uate college course in chemistry. If in 
the Ordnance Department he special- 
izes in certain aspects of engineering 
mechanics and higher mathematics. If 
in the Signal Corps he applies himself 
to advanced electricity. If in the Med- 
ical Corps he takes normal medical 
post-graduate work at the Army Medi- 
cal School. And so it goes through the 
entire list of fourteen arms and serv- 
ices of the army. 


After a few more years the average 
officer returns to his special service 
school for further instruction in the 
so-called ‘‘advance course” of his own 
arm, which prepares him for duty as 
a major or higher ranking officer. He 
is then ready for his turn at the 
Command and General Staff School at 
Fort Leavenworth, which prepares him 
for the duties indicated by its name. 
Finally, he may attend the Army War 
College at Washington, which offers a 
broad field for the mastery of mili- 
tary policy and leadership. In the 
mean time he may elaborate his mili- 
tary education by pursuing some of 
the courses at special service schools 
other than that of his own arm or 
service, and may take post graduate 
work at a civil college or university 
with a view to increasing his value to 
the army. 

Co-ordinate with the Regular Army 
are the other components of the 
United States Army. First in order of 
readiness to perform combat duty is 
the National Guard, approximately 
175,006 strong, available for both state 
and Federal service. 

Immediately following the World 
War we had no problem of providing 
reservists: the nation included a great 
number of men with actual war ex- 
perience. But, looking to the future, 
agencies for training the citizen sol- 
diers of the coming generation are ob- 
viously essential. For this purpose 
there have been instituted two pecu- 
liarly American institutions—the Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps and the 
Citizens’ Military Training Camps. 

In the former, students at educa- 
tional institutions receive training that 
eventually fits them for reserve com- 
missions; in the latter a limited num- 
ber of the youth of our land, without 
regard to means or social station, have 
military instruction for a month in 
each year, and many eventually quali- 
fy for either the Officers’ or Enlisted 
Reserve Corps. 

The military structure of our coun- 
try is thus necessarily complex in 
form. Its administration admits of 
eontrol, but demands decentralization 
of execution. But efficiency calls for 
a greater degree of decentralization, 
and in consequence the Continental 
United States is divided into nine 
geographic regions of approximately 
equal population, the supervision of 
the military affairs in each of which 
is confided to a major general. 

These nine Corps Areas and the 
three overseas departments of the Pa- 
nama Canal Zone, the Hawaiian Is- 
Jands and the Philippines constitute 
a framework within which the affairs 
of the Army can be handled efficient- 
ly. This system of organization is char- 
tered by the national defense act 
which, given definite form in 1920, es- 
tablished the Corps Areas and De- 
partments, provided for the _ inter- 
relationship of the various components 
of the Army of the United States and 
by requiring the War Department to 
prepare plans for the future protec- 
tion of our country placed us in &@ 
better position than ever before te 
meet an emergency.

Then came the 
railroads—the development: of com- 
merce, trade and industry—and all 
men's attention was directed towards 
making a fortune. In this vast absorp- 
tion of the racial energy in the busi- 
ness of ‘getting on” there was little 
time to be spared for the so-called re- 
freshments. The decoration of one’s 
face was considered a task for wom- 
en: those few men who flaunted their 
well-trimmed whiskers in the face of 
almost universal disapproval — those 
courageous souls who dared to suggest 
that there was something to life be- 
sides the mere making of money—were 
laughed at in the streets and greeted 
with loud cries of derision and scorn.

I put the problem to Mr. I. R. Grimmer, 
assistant general manager of De Beers, 
during a recent visit to the mines. 

“Every woman wants a diamond— 
and when she has one she wants more.” 
replied Mr. Grimmer. “The demand 
touches deep instincts. From the 
earliest times the diamond has been 
prized, and no gem has ever taken the 
place of the diamond in the eves of 
women. Sometimes you hear that pearis 
are coming into fashion at the expense 
of the diamond; but as a matter of fact 
pearls and rubies, emeralds a sap- 
phires must always rank after the fas- 
cination of the wonderful diamond. 

“About half the weight of every good 


diamond, you must remember. vanishes 
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in the cutting. Many smaller stones are 
used in cutting the large ones, so that 
they disappear. Finally there is the 
control of the market by the diamond 
Syndicate, which gives stability right 
through the trade—from the miner 
blasting blue ground at Kimberley to 
the salesmen in the jeweler’s shop. The 
world can never be sated with dia- 
monds while that wise system prevails.” 

Standing, at the main shaft of the 
Dutoitspan mine, Mr. Gimmer described 
the latest methods of recovering dia- 
monds—the system that traps the 
tiniest stone. Every 50 or 60 seconds 
the skip was bringing up 10 tons of 
“blue ground”’—the hard, slate-color- 
éd rock from the diamond-bearing fun- 
nel of the mine. 

‘Here is the first stage in the 14,000- 
000-to-1 concentration that has to be 
carried out to extract diamonds,” be- 
gan Mr. Grimmer. “We have to treat 
70,000 tons of ‘blue ground’ a week to 
produce diamonds weighing 101-4 
pounds. It is a fairly simple business, 
though the figures are imposing. Come 
along to the crusher.” 

Colored convicts, most of them men 
with indeterminate sentences, were at 
work among the gigantic machinery of 
the crushing plant. Like many other 
employees of De Beers, the prisoners 
receive a small reward if they find a 
diamond—though theirs is much small- 
er than the amount given to a white 
miner or a free native laborer. The re- 
ward is based on the size of the dia- 
mond found, and most of the mine 
workers stumble across one or more 
during their years of service. It en- 
courages honesty in a calling in which 
honesty is, perhaps, more important 
than any other form of efficiency. 

A 250-carat stone rolled out of a 
truck onto the loading floor of the 
crusher ,recently; but this was a rare 
event. As a rule diamonds are seldom 
seen before the final concentration in 
the pulsator. 

Diamonds are harder than anything 
else in the world, but they are brittle. 
For this reason the crushing machinery 
rolls and revolves—there is none of the 
stamping that marks the gold-winning 
process. The largest diamond will pass 
safely. through the crushers into the 
rotary washing pans. The gravel ex- 
tracted from the pans is only 2 per 
cent of the ‘blue ground” that enters 
the crushing plant. In sealed trucks 
this rich concentrate goes to the pulsa- 
tor. The process of direct treatment 
just carried out represents one of the 
greatest advances in diamond mining. 
Formerly the “blue ground” was spread 
out on “floors” for a year or more until 
the sun and rain and wind broke up 
the rock. Now the diamonds are re- 
covered within a few hours after the 
“blue ground” leaves the mine. 

The pulsator is simply a table cover- 
ed with grease—vaseline and petroleum 
jelly—and shaken steadily as the gravel 
washes over it with a stream of water. 
“Visitors are informed that they are 
not allowed between the tables,” reads 
a notice here. But Mr. Grimmer led me 
into the forbidden area, lifted a wire 
screen and pointed to the diamonds 
caught in the grease. 

“No one knows why the worthless 
gravel passes on and the diamonds re- 
main.” he said. “We use this method, 
invented by one of our workmen years 
azo, without knowing why. You will ob- 
serve that the diamonds stick almost as 
soon as they reach the table—I doubt 
whether the smallest stone can escape 
this sifting.” 

Every two hours’the tables are scrap- 
ed clear of grease and the fortunes em- 
bedded in it are removed. Then the 
whole thick mess is placed in perforated 
cylinders and boiled. The grease floats 
out, the cylinders are taken to the of- 
fice. Now comes a thrilling moment in 
the diamond's progress. Thousands of 
tons of ‘blue ground” have been re- 
duced to a tiny heap on a table. The 
heap must be sorted. Pieces of dyna- 
mite boxes and the small metal rubbish 
of the mines find their way into the 
precious pile. At long intervals the 
sorter comes across a cut diamond—a 
real cut diamond—not a freak, but a 
diamond dropped by some visitor tn the 


mine. Watches and money lost by work- 
men come to light again during this 
process. There is much careful work to 
be done before the diamonds have been 
separated from the mass of odd min- 
erals. And when every obvious diamond 
has been found, there is still a little 
heap to be combed again by the con- 
victs in case some tiny stone has been 
missed. 


It may seem strange that criminals 
—some of the most hardened thieves in 
South Africa—should be set to work so 
close to all this wealth. The fact is 
that the convict has not the slightest 
hope of passing a stolen diamond te 
any one outside. There is no tempta- 
tion. The convict cares much more for 
tobacco than for the diamonds under 
his nose. As for the white men who deal 
with the gravel in this final process, 
they are among the oldest and most 
trusted servants of the company. Every 
one you meet in the pulsator seems to 
have been there for 20 years or more. 
Here are men of proved honesty cheek 
by jowl with men spending their lives 
as prisoners. 

The convicts are guarded, paid, fed, 
clothed and housed by De Beers. In 
addition, the company pays the govern- 
ment for this convict labor, so that the

taxpayer certainly benefits from a sya- 
tem that has often been criticized by 
politicians. The De Beers company & 
rightly famous as an employer. In the 
compounds about 5,000 natives, mostly 
Basutos, are living clean and comfort- 
able lives. The fact that they may not 
leave the four walls of the compound 


except to go to work does not worry. 


them in the least. One man who was 
pointed out to me had lived continu- 
ously in the compounds for 25 years. A 
group of two dozen men had been there 
for five years. Hundreds leave the 
mines at the end of the six months’ 
contract to visit their homes—the lux- 
ury for which all South African natives 
yearn—only to return for another long 
spel! of duty. There is no recruiting for 
the Kimberley mines. Pay and condi- 
tions of service are so attractive that a 
native labor supply is always waiting at 
the door. A compound manager told 
me the reason. 


“At some other mines there are 
monotonous ration systems—here the 


boys buy their own food and cook & 
themselves, so that they get exactly 
what, they want. This is the _ store 
where they pay the regular town prices 
for their groceries. Those bags over 
there are filled with mealies mea]—the 
Staple food of the mine native. Good 
quality bread is supplied. On the 
shelves you see the delicacies they love 
—American canned foods, Vienna sau- 
Sages and fish. They smoke Kaffir leaf 
tobacco. Wool for knitting caps and 
blankets are two lines always in great 
demand.” 


The average pay of the native work- 
ing in the Kimberley mines is five dol- 
lars a week. Food and clothes cost him 
about 30 cents a day, and he saves 
about half his wages. A statement from 
the books of the Wesselton mine com- 
pound gave me a good idea of the 
thriftiness of the native. Here about 
1,200 natives had deposited $230,000 in 
savings accounts in 12 months. 


No alcohe’ is allowed in the com- 
pounds, and the natives do not miss it. 
Gambling is forbidden. The fierce tribal 
war dances that used to be held on 
Sundays are not often seen nowadays— 
the Basutos prefer football. 


Each compound has its courtyard, 
with baths and kitchens in the cen- 
ter. Tunnels lead from the compounds 
to the mine shafts, so that the natives 
on their way underground do not come 
into contact with any one from the 
outside world. Few attempts to steal 
diamonds are made nowadays. No long- 
er are the gems swallowed or placed 
in cuts so that the wounds will heal 
over them. Natives leaving the mines 
are detained for three days under close 
observation, and they have learned that 
the old tricks of the diamond thief are 
futile today. 


“Natives are children-—be fair and 
just.” That is the rule of the De Beers 
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compounds, faithfully administered by 
the compound managers. When a na- 
tive is injured he receives far more 
than legal compensation. I saw a Basu- 
to on crutches who has been given 
work for life as a compound attendant. 


The health of the thousands in the 
compounds is watched as carefully as 
the health of an army. On arrival every 
man is vaccinated and inoculated 
against pneumonia and his clothes are 
sterilized. The hospital, with its roomy 
wards, complete operating room and 
X-ray plant, is superior to many hoas- 
pitals for white people in South Africa. 

From the compounds, with their cool 
cement rooms and pepper trees, we re- 
turn to diamonds—great ‘‘parcels” of 
diamonds at the head office of the 
company. 

A panei in a heavy door snaps back, 
a pair of eyes stares at you, the door 
opens. You are in the sorting rooms. 
Here is a long tabie covered with white 
paper and kKetered with diamonds of 
every size and shade of color -a display 
of wealth that makes vou gasp. A dozen 
young men and one or two older ex- 
perts are bending over the shimmering 
heaps of stones. The chief diamond 
valuator comes forward to explain the 
system. 


“It takes 20 years to Jearn this job,” 
he declares. “A man might, perhaps, 
value river stones after 10 years’ ex- 
perience, but so much peculiar knowl- 
edge is necessary that valuing mine 
stones takes much longer. You have to 
look at the rough diamond and see in 
your mind‘’s eyr what it will be like 
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when the cutter has finished with it. 
A shade of color may make a tre- 
mendous difference tn the value of the 
stone.” 

Before the sorting begins the dia- 
monds are boiled in caustic soda to 
remove grease, boiled in acid to take 
out surface impurities and washed ia 
alcohol. Losses during these treatments 
amount to 10 carats in 10,000. Then the 
output is ‘“‘screened” into sizes One of 
the largest I saw that day was a light 
yellow stone valuéd roughly at $15,000. 
At the other end of the scale were the 
tiny fragments called by such con- 
temptuous names as “‘sand,” “rubbish” 
and ‘“boart,” worth $25 a carat, per- 
haps, and used largely for cutting the 
more valuable stones. 


“Blue-white diamonds are the best of 
the lot,” said the valuator. ‘When the 
whole diamond market is slack it is still 
easy to sell large blue-white stones in 
America, the bluer they are the better. 
In Mexico and the Mediterranean 
countries they like their diamonds 
large and do not worry so much about 
the color.” 


Diamonds are found in all the colors 
of the rainbow, but red is rare, indeed. 
Amber diamonds run almost to red. The 
largest amber stone in existence, beau- 
tifully cut, was shown to me in the De 
Beers collection. The red tinge that 
sends up the price enormously is ana 
example of fault being worth more than 
perfection, for it is caused by impuri- 
ties in the crystal. A red stone found 
on the alluvial diggings near Kimber- 
ley weighed only six carats, but it was 
sold for $4,500. Most famous of ali red 
diamonds is the Ram’s Head, of a roue- 
blush tint, won from the Golconda 
mines in Hyderabad, and once a ‘part 
of the Russian crown jewels. 


Green diamonds that cut green are 
valuable. Many that appear green im 
the rough have only an outer covering 
of greén and change when cut. A dia- 
mond of true emerald green is a real 
prize. Black diamonds come last on the 
list. 

Like a farmer who knows his own 
sheep but cannot explain why, so the 
diamond expert will tell you the mine 
from which any stone comes, It is sheer 
instinct, a mysterious sixth sense that 
is born in those who handle rough dia- 
monds for many years. 


When the month's output has been 
classified into dozens of sizes, shapea, 
colors and cleavages, the ‘‘parcels,” 
each of about 750 stones, are made up 
and delivered to the Diamond Syndi- 
cate—-the famous organization which 
buys the whole De Beers output in ad- 
vance. Then one day a man quietly 
hands a round tix box over the counter 
at the Kimberley postoffice. The box 
has been sealed by the Diamond Detec- 
tive department, registered and in- 
sured. It contains diamonds worth per- 
haps nearly $2,500000. The postoffice 
clerk takes it without a tremor and 
puts it in the London bag. 


Before leaving Kimberley I motored 
with Mr. Grimmer to a place rich in 
memories--the ‘Big Holes” of the 
abandoned Kimberley mine. Here is the 
largest open working man has ever dug 
~—& gigantic funnel in the earth 1.2600 
feet deep. 

“When I first came to Kimberley, a 
camp of tents and tin, that mine was 
nine months old, just a shallow pit with 
roads running between the claims,” said 
Mr. Grimmer. ‘Sometimes there would 
be a burst of cheering from the diggers, 
and that would mean one of three 
things. First of all, a find! There was 
no jealousy, for one digger’s luck en- 
couraged hundreds of others. When a 
cart fell over the edge of the crumbling 
narrow road into a pit there would be 
ironic cheers. But the greatest en- 
thusiasm of all was when a woman 
appeared on the rim of the great crater, 
Then every hat would come off and the 
mine would ring with cheers. Few wom- 
en came to the diamond fielda in those 
days.” 

Trees grow in the “Big Hole” today. 
Masses of shale have falien in, and the 
funnel.._.the pipe that still holds a for- 
tune in diamonds is half filled with 
water The steep, rocky walls have be- 
come a bird sanctuary 

A gloomy place. If it ls not haunted 
it should be. haunted by the ghosta of 
"Tl and after, those adventurous spirits 
who hurried from every corner of the 
world dreamine of Fl Dorado 
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F THERE is a moral to be 
drawn from the Stone poison- 
ing case it is that old one 
about living with your in-laws. 
The situation is Mable to prove—tempt- 
ing. 

Some five or so years ago Mrs. Hattie 
Stone lived in Havre de Grace, Md., 
with her husband, a railroad worker, 
her two sons, her father-in-law and 
her mother-in-law. Perhaps they told 
people that they were just one big 
happy family, but if they were happy 
being all together there they were not 
destined to remain so. The Stone house- 
hold, indeed, fell under a spell of sud- 
den death. One after another passed 
away in the course of a few years until 
only Hattie remained. 

And what happened to Hattie? She 
was arrested and tried for murder. 

The first to go was John Stone, the 
father-in-law. Two months later the 
mother-in-law died of convulsions. 
Then. Edgar Stone, Hattie’s 18-year- 
old son, died on June 8, 1927, also of 
convulsions. As Hattie told neighbors, 
there was epilepsy in the family. Also 
heart disease. Then early in 1928 Ed- 
ward, Hattie’s husband, ate a hearty 
breakfast-one morning and a little 
while later died in agony. 


Stone, a signalman for the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, had gone to his job 
that morning but had not been able to 
work very long, for he was seized with 
spasms arid breathed his last in a ca- 
boose before aid could reach him. 

That left only George, the youngest 
son, a big, overgrown lad of 14. It is in 
his death that’ we are particularly in- 
terested, since it was upon this last 
tragedy that the authorities based their 
case against Mrs. Stone. 


Now perhaps it was all just an un- 
fortunate coincidence, but the fact was 
that Hattie Stone held insurance 
policies on all those who had died. The 
policies had been for less than $2,000 
each and she had paid the premiums 
at the rate of a few cents a week. In 
the case of George, his death was worth 
$2,390 to his mother—$890 insurance 
and a $1,500 share in the house, be- 
queathed by the father. 

According to witnesses, Mrs. Stone 
had expected to be left that share of 
the house herself, but her husband had 
deceived her and left it to the boy. This 
irritated her considerably. 

Besides the insurance, Mrs, Stone had 
another motive—a love motive. As in so 
many murder cases, the man in the 
case was a boarder in her home, one 
James Aberts, 29, who had left his wife 
and three children to come and live 
with Mrs. Stone. She was accused of 
plotting the last death in order to be 
free of all encumbrances so that she 
could have her boarder, some 10 years 
her junior, to herself. 

But of that more later. 

George Stone was first scized with 
convulsions while at school in Septem- 
ber, 1928. Dr. Charles S. Foley was sum- 
moned and whether he had suspected 
anything before in connection with the 
other deaths——-there had been some of 
the usual vague whispers among the 
neighbors—he did suspect something 
now. Dr. Foley was summoned by the 
principal and found the boy suffering 
intensely in the principal's office. 

‘“He.was complaining of pains in his 
abdomen and pains in his back and 
chest,” Dr. Foley was to relate many 
months later to a coroner’s jury. “He 
had another convulsion. I told the 
principal that the place for George was 
in the hospital and we had him brought 
there as soon as possible. 

“In the hospital he suffered another 
convulsion. His symptoms were defi- 
nitely those of strychnine poisoning. 
I notified State’s Attorney Hopkins. He 
wanted to make an arrest, but we de- 
cided to wait for positive proof.” 

So they waited. Some nine months 
passed, And then George fell ill again. 
It was Monday, June 8, 1929. 

“I was called to the house by Mrs. 
Stone,” related Dr. Foley. ‘I found 
George suffering as before. I suspected 
strychnine poisoning, and I resolved to 
be exceedingly careful. I prescribed a 
remedy, but I purposely omitted a drug 
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Three studies of Mrs, Hattie Stone.

because I wanted nothing to confuse 
my diagnosis. 

“The next day I received another call 
from the Stone house. When I arrived 
I looked at the medicine bottle. Three 
doses should have been given the boy 
by this time, but the contents of the 
bottle showed that probably none had 
been given him.” 

George died that day. 

Now let us follow the case as it de- 
veloped from day to day following the 
boy’s death. 

Dr. Foley notified the authorities and 
the lad’s vital organs were sent to a 
chemist in Baltimore for examination. 
Police officers questioned neighbors and 
their stories further incriminated Mrs. 
Stone, as we shail see. The chemist’s 
report stated that the dead boy’s or- 
gans ‘‘were those of a person who had 
died from strychnine poisoning.” Mrs. 
Stone was therefore placed under ar- 
rest. 

“It is all a lot of gossip,” she said. 
‘If poison has been found in the body, 
I don’t know anything about that, ex- 
cept that the doctor gave him four in- 
jections of some medicine before he 
died.” 

The accused woman, 40. years old, a 
former nurse, was questioned for ten 
hours, but State’s Attorney Hopkins 
and his associates could not force an 
admission from her. 

“You were the only one in the room 
with your son and there is no question 
but that you gave him strychnine,” one 
of her examiners declared. 

“You're a liar!” she cried, her voice 
rising hysterically. “I don’t know how 
he got it.” 

“You switched medicine on your son. 
You gave him strychnine instead of the 
medicine the doctor had prescribed.” 

‘“That’s another lie. I gave George 
the best of everything.” 

They told her that the bodies of the 
other members of the Stone family 
would be removed from their graves to 
confront her and accuse her. She said, 
“Fine. I'm satisfied I could look at 
them, I think I would like to see them.” 

“Suppose the ghost of your son 
George visited you in your cell to- 
night?” 

“IT am not in the least afraid of 
George. If he was here now he would 
tell you that I was always good to him 
and that I am entirely innocent of his 
death.” 

The detectives confessed to reporters 
after the long grilling that she was 
“certainly a cool customer.” 

The coroner’s inquest took place 
June 14. Dr. Foley told his story. Then 
Mrs. May Baker, Mrs. Stone's sister-in- 
law, Who later was to give the most 
sensational testimony of all in connec- 
tion with the case, related how the 
mother withheld water from the boy as 
he lay dying. She said she went into 
the boy’s room and as soon as he saw 
her he cried that he wanted a drink 
of water. 

“I went to the bathroom to get it,” 
said Mrs. Baker, “but his mother 
‘He can’t have water.’ I said, ‘O, just let 


me wet his lips.’ But she wouldn't let 
me. She said, ‘No, he’s not to have 
water,’ ” 

Reporters who tasted the medicine 
Dr. Foley had ordered all testified that 


it was not bitter. This was an im-. 


portant circumstance, since the boy 
had been heard to say that the medi- 
cine his mother had given’ him had 
tasted very bitter. Strychnine has a 
bit@er taste. 

Young Morris Gibson, 9, who had been 
boarding with Mrs. Stone following the 
separation of his parents, was the wit- 
ness who told the jury that George 
Stone had said his mother had given 
him some medicine that tasted bitter. 

Mrs. Kate Wilson, a neighbor, said 
she went to see Mrs. Stone shortly 
after George had died and Mrs. Stone 
said to her that she was ‘going to get 
rid of this kid Morris—he knows too 
much,” Mrs. Wilson also stated that, 
after @dward Stone had died, the 
widow said that the $1,500 share in the 
house belonged to her and she was go- 
ing to get it. 

Mrs. Stone was ordered held for the 
grand jury. Her lawyer, Harold Coburn, 
brought habeas corpus proceedings and 
three days later, on June 17, Judge 
Walter W. Preston held a hearing on 
the writ. 

It was in this hearing that Mrs. 
Baker dropped her bombshell. She ac- 
cused her sister-in-law in open court 
of admitting the murder of George. 
She asserted Hattie had admitted doing 
it so that she and Jimmy Aberts could 
go away together. It was a totally un- 
expected development. 

‘On Tuesday, the day before she was 
arrested,” Mrs. Baker testified, ‘Hattie 
and I were lying on the bed together 
and I said: ‘Hattie, did you poison 
George?’ She said first no, she hadn't, 
but then she said: ‘Yes, I poisoned him. 
I need the money. After this is all over 
Jimmy Aberts and I are leaving the 
state together.’ She said she wanted to 
get a new auto.” 

The court went temporarily pop-eyed. 
Judge Preston looked as though he 
could not trust his ears. As for Mrs 
Stone, an expression of horror con- 
vulsed her face, and she said under her 
breath: “This is terrible! This is ter- 
rible' She’s a liar!” 

Mrs. Baker, her 
furious, continued: 

‘Jimmy Aberts has a wife and three 
babies. Mrs. Stone is the one who broke 
up his home. She never went near her 
son the whole time he lay on his bed. I 
stood by. She didn't seem to mind a bit 
more than if it was a cat lying there.” 

Defense Attorney Coburn made a de- 
termined effort to weaken the force of 
her story. He repeatedly asked her why 
she had not told this tale before. 

“I thought she'd tell it herself,’ said 
Mrs. Baker. “I depended on her not to 
lie. I thought sure she'd tell it her- 
self.” 

Coburn produced a couple of divorce 
complaints, in one of which Baker had 
charged his wife with being overfriend- 


voice loud and 


ly with various men. “I’m living with 
my husband now,” she cried out. ‘I 
know nothing of this divorce.” Coburn 
continued to ask her embarrassing 
questions having to do with her rela- 
tions with other men. Then Judge 
Preston asked her a few questions 
somewhat more pertinent. 

‘Why is it,” he inquired finally, “that 
you never told the coroner’s jury that 
Mrs. Stone had confessed the murder 
to you?” 

“I never told that because the report- 
ers made me too. nervous,” she said, 
“and because I thought Hattie Stone 


, would confess it herself.’ 


-That didn’t seem an altogether satis- 
factory explanation to the judge. But 
there was nothing to be done about 
it. Later she said privately that she had 
been mortally afraid of Aberts. 


Now Aberts was sought. He had kept 
discreetly in the background, complete- 
ly out of the state in fact, while the 
investigation proceeded. He was a rail- 
road brakeman and accustomed to long 
journeys away from home. His estrang- 
ed wife was living with her children in 
Oxford, Pa., whence she had moved 
from Havre de Grace. The legal settle- 
ment of her domestice troubles was still 
pending. 

While detectives were looking for 
Aberts, the police gave out the testi- 
mony of another witness in the case, 
Frank Wolfington, a fellow worker of 
Edward Stone. He said that one day, 
when Stone onened his lunch box, a 
peculiar odor emanated trom the food. 
“It looked and smelled like rat poison,” 
said Wolfington. 


“Ed wouldn't touch a morsel of it,” 
he told the police. ‘He threw it out, 
saying, ‘This is one time she didn't get 
Aang 

Aberts, a small, red-headed, wiry 
man, was arrested in Baltimore on 
the 19th as he stepped off a Pennsyl- 
vania railroad train, and was taken to 
Belair, Md., where Mrs. Stone was con- 
fined in the Harford county jail. He 
denied that he had planned to elope 
with the woman. He said he had met 
her two months before and gone to 
live with her a month later. 


He admitted that he had gone on an 
automobile trip with Mrs. Stone, Mrs. 
Baker and another man to Atlantic 
City on May 26th. He said they all sat 
together in the front seat, all four of 
them, and that they returned to Havre 
de Grace late that night. He said he 
was entirely willing.to answer all ques- 
tions the authorities might care to put 
to him, as he had had nothing whate- 
ever to do with George Stone's death. 

“I haven't been reading the news- 
papers and I didn’t know I was wanted 
here,” he told reporters assembled on 
the lawn in front of Sheriff Dewey 
Bowman's house. 
Stone. I am back with my wife ane 
three children at Oxford. Mrs. Stone 
doesn't mean a thing to me. I don't 
know a thing about George being pols-

Mrs. Stone was indicted for the mur- 
der of George on September 13 and 
went on trial later in the month be- 
fore Judge Preston and a jury com- 
posed of eight farmers, a government 
clerk, an insurance salesman, an auto- 
mobile salesman and a retired mer- 
chant. The jury was completed in only 
four hours. Mrs. Stone, clothed in black, 
watched the proceedings with a sort of 
frozen smile. 

State’s Attorney Hopkins demanded 
a first degree verdict without recom- 
mendation. ‘‘This woman,” he aserted, 
“loved the pleasures of life more than 
she loved her son, and in order to get 
money she had to poison him. She de- 
serves no mercy. It is a case of first 
degree murder, through and through, 
and warrants no lesser degree.” 


On September 27 the jury found her 
guilty of murder in the second degree 
after less than an hour’s deliberation. 
A strange verdict, certainly, since if she 
was guilty she must have been guilty 
of a premeditated murder. There was 
hardly a middle ground between a first 
degree verdict and an acquittal. 

Mrs. Stone wept when the jury an- 
nounced its decision. 

Judge Preston denied the defense 
petition for a new trial and on October 
5 sentenced the prisoner to serve 18 
years, the maximum penalty, in the 
Maryland house of correction. She is 
not, so far as we know, employed in 
the prison drug shop. That would be, 
perhaps, a bit too—tempting.

ory. These three plants have made for 
themselves an enviable place in the 
hearts of most flower lovers, because of 
their beauty and adaptableness, and 
particularly their. hardiness. These 
three: the Flowering Almond, Flower- 
ing Quince and the Flowering Peach, 


“will do much toward making your land- 


scape a thing of joy and attractiveness 
in the early spring. 


FLOWERING ALMOND. 


Although the Flowering Almond is 
not as well known as its two com- 
panions, it holds a deserved place of 
merit in a great many homes. One of 


‘its greatest virtues is its hardiness. This 


plant being perfectly hardy as far 
north and west as South Dakota. Here, 


in Atlanta, due to our mild climate, it 
will grow with the greatest ease and 
will do well in spite of gross neglect. 
The Flowering Almond, (Amygdalus 
flore pleno) seldom grows more than 
five feet high, but because of its habit 
of “suckering” out from around the 
base, will often make a very broad 
plant, sometimes ten feet in diameter. 


The characteristics and most popular 
color of the Flowering Almond blossom 
is pink, although it may be found in 
white. The whites are not generally 
considered very pretty and are con- 
stantly losing in popularity. The flow- 
ers are borne close to the wand-like 
branches, literally covering them. They 
are very double, resembling to a marked 
degree the small polyantha type of 
roses. These flowers come before the 
leaves make their appearance. The 
plants are not large enough to make 
specimen plants, but are generally used 
in the foreground of the shrub border, 
using taller evergreens for the back- 
ground. If they are planted in groups 
of three or four plants, they will be 
much more effective. 


Except for the removal of dead wood, 
which should be done whenever such 
dead wood is noticed, they should not 
be pruned until just after they have 
finished blooming in the spring. The 
blossoms come on wood grown during 
the preceding year and the removal 
of this will destroy much of the com- 
ing year’s beauty. 


JAPAN QUINCE. 


In the month of March, and some 
years as early as the latter part of 
February, one of loveliest sights‘ any- 
where, is a glimpse of a Japan Quince 
in full bloom. This is an old-fashioned 
flower and one of the very hardiest. 
These may be seen on almost every old 
road leading out of Atlanta and usual- 
ly mark the spot where once stood a 
farm house. After all of the other 
flowers that were planted by that lover 
of flowers have died because of neglect, 
the Japan Quince is still growing and 
blooming, a glowing tribute to its 


‘hardiness. The plant is covered with 
thorns that are about half an inch 


long, and for this reason the plant is 


often used for hedges and will truly, 


make an impassable one. If there is a 
corner of your place imposed upon by 
passersby who insist on helping you to 
establish a path across your place, 
plant a few of these Quinces and they 
will soon be utterly discouraged. 


This shrub grows about four feet tall, 
covers itself in early spring with what 
seems to be thousands of brilliant red 
blossoms. These flowers are borne along 
the crooked branches of the plant, but 
as a general rule do not extend quite 
to the tip of the branch, the flowers

appearing just before the leaves come 
out. The plant is valuable not only for 
its effect in the yard, but also for its 
usefulness as a cut flower. 

Gardening Illustrated (England) sug- 
gest a use for the Flowering Quince 
that we have never seen tried in this 
suggest training, by 
pruning, so that the shrub will grow 
in tree form, after the trunk has reach- 
a height of three or four feet, allow the 
plant to grow naturally. This sort of 
training causes the branches to droop 
in a very graceful manner and to ap- 
pear to especial advantage as the cen- 
ter of a formal bed of low, dwarf grow- 
ing shrubs such as Azaleas. 

Pruning is important for the proper 
development of this plant, but do not 
prune them now. Wait until just after 
they have finished blooming in the 
spring 


FLOWERING PEACH. 


The third member of this famous trio 
of flowering shrubs is the Flowering 
Peach, (Amagdalis persica) and one 
that has such merit that it should have 
a place in every garden. If allowed to 


grow without pruning, it will ultimately 
reach a height of 15 or 20 feet, but it 
will flower better if pruned each year 
and not allowed to reach such a height. 
This pruning should be carried on just 
after the blossoms have fallen in the 
early spring. 

The most popular variety is the 
double red, and is truly a thing of 
beauty during the month of April. In 
the early spring, before the leaves have 
made their appearance, the plant is 
simply covered with those bright, red, 
double flowers that are so similar to 
rambler roses. Every twig and branch 
has its share of them. 

Because of its brilliant coloring of 
red, the plant is best combined with 
some white flowering plant. 
Pearl Bush. The brilliant col: 
harmonize very well with 
shades of pink. Pearl Bush rez 
ultimate height of eight or ten feet and 
is covered with waxy white flowers. 

Since these trees are propagated 
upon peach seedling stock, they are 
susceptible to both peach borer and 
San Jose Scale. These are very easily 
controlled, however, and need not give 


berries, grapes and nut trees. 


WHAT TO PLANT IN DECEMBER. 
PLANTS—Set out roses, strawberry plants and all kinds of shrubbery, 


Japanese and Spanish-Dutch Irises and Peony Crowns. 

BULBS—LILIES—Crocuses, Daffodils, 
Ranunculus, Hyacinths and Lily of the Valley out of doors. Plant 
Freesias, Paper White Narcissi and prepared Lily of the Valley pips 
indoors. All of the Japanese Lilies may be planted out doors this 
month: Auratum, Regal, Speciosum Magnificum (seen at Flower 
Show), Speciosum Album and Tigrinums, both single and double. 

SHRUBBER Y—Have your shrubbery planted this month: Evergreens, 
Conifers and Flowering Shrubs. 
the summer should be pruned now. Mulch your shrubs with a mix- 
ture of bone meal and sheep manure. 

ROSES—Plant roses now. If your knife is sharp, prune your roses, taking 
out the tall stems and dead wood. Mulch the bed thoroughly. 
VEGETABLES—Sow lettuce, cabbage and onion seeds in the cold frame. 

Start an Asparagus bed at this time. 
FRUITS AND BERRIES—Do not wait any longer to plant frurt trees,

more than a minimum of trouble. Now 
is the time to spray for scale, and the 
proper remedy is several thorough 
sprayings with lime-sulphur or an oil 
emulsion spray such as Volck. Scale 


should be treated as soon as it is no-. 


ticed, as it travels at an alarming rate. 
One mother scale often produces three 
or four broods in a year. In this section 
of the country, a large part of the 
scale hibernates successfully and starts 
the following year with renewed vigor. 
The peach borer may be controlled by 
the use of paradichlorobenzene. This 
Should be applied in the early fall, 


.about October or November, but may 


be used with a fair amount of success 
at this time. | 

Pruning of the flowering peach 
should be carried on in the spring just 
after the blossoms have fallen from the 
plant. Prune severely. The planting di- 
rections and cultures are similar for 
all three of these flowering shrubs ex- 
cept for the peculiarities already men- 
tioned. 

One of the most important consider- 
ations to be followed in the planting 
of these shrubs is the certainty that 


_the hole is large enough for the roots 


to have ample room for vigorous 
growth, the fine roots will not have 
any trouble in establishing themselves 
and insuring you a healthy, fast-grow- 
ing plant. The usual plant that comes 
from the nursery will be from two to 
four feet tall and for that size plant a 
hole 15 inches in diameter and 18 
inches deep will be about right. The 
bottom of this hole. should be filled 
with about six inches of good top soil, 
in which there has been mixed a double 
handful of bone meal. 

While placing the plant in this hole 
Spread the roots in as natural a posi- 
tion as possible and work the soil close 
to the roots, making sure that there 
are no air pockets. When the soil is 
within four inches of the top, pack 
tightly, tramping thoroughly and then 
fill in the remainder of the hole with 
loose soil. This will leave a slight de- 
pression to catch the rain as it falls 
and insure early growth. It is also a 
good idea to water the plant thorough- 
ly when it is planted. This, of course, 
hasn't been necessary in the immediate 
past, but probably the future hasn’t as 
much rain in store for us as the past 
has given us. 

If some of the roots of the plant are 
damaged, cut them off with a sharp 
knife. After the plant is set in place be 
sure and cut off enough top to balance 
the loss of the roots that the plant 
must suffer in transplanting. 


ADDED TOUCH OF BEAUTY. 


Sometimes the little extras really 
make the shrubbery bed or border. 
There are some little things that may 
be added around the bases of plants 


that we are discussing today that will. 


add much to the attractiveness and 
beauty of the border. 

The Japan Quince will be much more 
beautiful if its feet are surrounded with 
golden daffodils. 

Around the feet of the Flowering 
Almond, the bright red and pink tulips 
will make a pleasing contrast. 

Since the Flowering Peach grows tall- 
er than the other two plants, we need 
not worry about the height that the 
bulb flowers make, as much as we will 
have to consider the colors so that the 
proper contrasts will be obtained. The 
color is such an unusual! red that it 
will not harmonize with the pinks, but 
will work well with the whites and yel- 
lows. Hyacinths and Daffodils will be 
best for finding these colors. Raw bone 
meal will be the best fertilizer for both 
the bulbs and the shrubs. Use at the 
rate of a small tea cupful for each 
bulb and twice that amount for each 
shrub.
